Sergeant Sarley

known in G ettysburg where he spent 
last summer. 
He came here on June 8th, 1017, 
with the Fourth Regiment from the 
border aad was soon transferred ta 
the newly formed 68th Infantry where * 
he was made first sergeant of Com­ 
pany E. 
He remained with this com­ 
mand both here and at Camp Greene, 
North Carolina, and went across as a 
member of the Fifty Eighth. 
In ad­ 
dition to the sorrow that the news 
of his death causes among his friends, 
the information is also of interest to 
people generally in that it shows the 
F ifty Eighth has been in action. 
This outfit went across within the 
past few months and was evidently 
sent to the battle line soon afte r 
t 
arrived overseas. 
The regiment .had 
been undergoing intensive 
training 
ever s in e / it was formed here four­ 
teen months ago and was ready for 
service after a short rest period on 
the other side.
